Action of the Union Leagne—President Johuson
Penounced — Patriotic  Resolutions —
Specchos by Charles Gibbons and
Weayne McVeigh, B

The members of the Unlon Leagiae of Phila-
gelphin nssembled last vvening at thelr head-
quacters, on Brosd street. Tohe meeting  was
priviate,  We were informed that addresse « were
delivered by Messrs, Chsrles Gibbons and W,
McVelzh, and taat the lofowing preamble and
resolutions wors ndopted @ —

Wiercos, The war recently waged agamst the
Federal Government by certaln States conte-
derated and acting as an independent power
mncer the nome of the Confederate Stutes of
Americs, has resolted o establisiing the sa-
promacy of the Government, and 1n the total
sbolition of slavery in the Umited States. Tho
relution of master aod slave bemng thos abo-
lished, every person born or naturalized in the
United SBtates 15 absolutely free by the laws
thereof, and should have the protectlon of (he
supreme power of the land, in the enjogment of
dife, liberry, nnd property.

And whereas, That poriion of the Coustitution
whereby threediiths of the slaves of the South-
ern Hintes were represented s Congress prior to
the Rebellion] has censea to be operative, and
a repdjustoient of tae basls of representation
has become peoescary iu order o seoure such
equalivy among the several States, thal the sane
aumber of vowers 1 every State shalt be catitied
%0 the same number of representatives m Con-
gress and the Electoral College: snd unbil such
readjustment can be made, snd the number of
voters i the several States, conlederated s
atoresald, can be ascertained, the number of
representistives to whiel they are severaliy en-
titled eanvot be txed.

And whereas, The Constitution declnres that
levyimg war ngainst the Upited States, or ad-
herimng to their encmies, giving them ald and
eomiort, is treason: and by law, the penalty of
treuson is death; und while the loyal oitizens of
the country, who have svswined the Govern-
ment throughout the war which Lrégson or-
ganized oand wared against i, are willing apd
desipe 1o forgive 1he masses of the peoplo o toe
Bouth for the ollenses which they bave coimn-
mitted, under the leadership of traitors, ns
sailing the flog and the Jife of our common
gountry: and while we are ready to uulte with
them in re establishing the Unton on the snre
foundatione of liberty und justice, we muintain
that ‘‘treason 14 o crime, that traitors shonld be
punished, and the odense made infamons™

And whereas, The ascumption and payment,
by the Uaited States, of the Kebel debt incurred
in the prosccution o1 the war against them, is
insigted upon by the owners of Confoderate
bonds in Europe, which, with the large amount
thereof held in the Southern Stutes, readers It
probable that efforts will be mude 1o the futore
1o obtain sappropristions from Congrogs for thst

nwrpose Im{usﬂ probibited by the muodamental
aw of the land,  In order, therefore, to prevent
the agitution of such a guestion, and Lo shut out
forever all cluims upon the Governmeut tor
debts or obligailons incorred in ald of the Re-
bellion, or tor the loss or emaacipation of slaves,
it 18 just and expedient that such elaimes should
be declared null and void by the Constitution of
the United States.

And whereas, The Coneress of the United
Btates has proposed to the Legislatures of the
severnl Stures certnin nmendments te the Con-
stitution of the United States in relation to the
several mutters mentioned in this preamble, the
ratibeation of which by three-tourths ol the said
Legiglatores will secure—

First. The restoration and perpetuity of the
Unlon.

Sccond. The rights of cltizenship to all per-
sons born o1 naturelized in the Upited States,
and equal protection 1o all 1o the possession and
enjoyment of 1ty liberty, and proverty.

hird. Equahty of representation smong the

Blates, In Congregs, and the Klectoral College,
rescrving and secnving to esch State the power
to decide who shall be admitied to the right of
suflrsge witnin its jurisdiction.

Fourth. The exclusion of every person from
public ofiice who, huving previonsiy tuken an
oath to support the Constitution of the United
States, =hall bave engaged in insurrection or
rebellion against the same, or given aid or com-
jort Lo the enemies thercol.

Fifth, The payment of the public debt of the
United States authorized by luw, and the exclu-
sion of all aoplications to Congress for the pay-
ment of debls incurred in ad ot the Rebellion,
and of ali claims for the loss or emancipation
ol slaves,

And whereas, A convention of loyul Unionists
of the South has been called to meet fo Phila-
delphia, on the firet Monduy in S8eptember, for
the purpese of brineing the loyal men of the
Southern Stutes in conjunetive action with the
true friends of n‘-pubflcau government in the
North, with the view to re-establish the States
Tecently in rebellion i thewr just und proper
relations with the Federal Government, on a
bacis which will insure the trangquillity and in-
tegrity of the Union, and guarantee to all men
the blessings vl a free government justly admin-
Istared,

And wheveas, The eald Convention will repre-
sent the fuithful and Joyal eitizens of the South,
with whom the members of the Union League
of Philadelphia have always been in sympathy
—men who sleadfastly and fearlessly resisted,
10 the utmost of their power, the efforts ot dis-
uni-nists to destroy the Government, and whose
fidelity to the Unlon subjects them, even now,
10 the most eruel persecution from the traltors
who were engaged in the war asainst it, anl
whose hands are stained with the blood of our
own friends and kindred: be it, therefore,

Resotved, 1, That this League will welcome to
the city of Philadelphin the delegates to the
©onvention of Southern Loyalists, to be held
on the first Monday in September next, and will
co-operate with them and other loyal citizens of
the United SBtates to secure a perpetusl Union
of all the States on the basis proposed in the
amendmeni to the Constitution agreed upon by
Congress, and submiited to the Legiglatures of
the several States, as follows, 0 wit:—

“Joint Resoludon proposing an amendment to
the Constitution of the United States, as passed
by Congress, Juue 18, 1866,

“Regoloed by the Senate and House of Repre-
Scnlalives of the Unied dlateés of America, in
Cingress assemBbled (two-thirds of both Houses
concurring). That the tollowing wrticle be pro-

posed to the Leglslutures of the several Stutes,
&y un amendment to the Constitution of the
United Stntes, which, when ratifled by threc-
fourths ot sudd Legislatures, shall be velid as
part of the Copstitution, namely:—
YARTIOLE 1.

““Heetion 1, All persons, born or naturalized
in the Umited states, and subject to the jursdio-
tion thereof, are eitizens ot the Urmcff Btutes,
and of the Stawe whereln they reside. No State
shnll make or entorce any law which shall
abridge the privileges or ‘mmun'ties of eitizons
of the Unitod States; nor shall any State deorive
any person of life, Hberty, or property without
due process of law, nor deny to sny person
within its jurigdiciion the egqual proiection of
the laws,

“Mection 2. Hepresenintives shall be appor-
tioned among the several States necording to
their respective numbers. conuting the whole
pumber of persons im each State, excluding
Iudians not taxed. But when the right to vote
at anv election for the oholes of cloclors for
President sand Viee-Presldent of the United
Btat. s, Representatives m Congress, the expon-
tive and judicial officers of & State, or the mem-
bere of the Legisluture thereof, is denied to any
of the male inhabitunts of such State, beine
twenty-one yeard ol age, snd oitlzons of the
United Stutes, or in any way abridged, excapt
for m;tielpatlou in rebellion or other crime,
4he basls of representation therein shall be re-
dneed in the proportion which the number of
such male cltizens shall bear 1o the whole nam-
ber of male citizens twenty-one years of age in
mush State,

“dection & No verson ghall be Seunastor or
Representative in Congress, or electar of Presi-
dept apd Viee-Prosident, or hold any Ufﬁﬂ‘l

owll or military, undor the United Swatey or
under any Bute, who, doving previously ween
an oath, as o member of Congross, or s an affi.
eer of the Umted Siates, of 88 o momber of an
Biate Legisluture, or ns an executive or jadie:
oflicer mny Btate, to support the Constitution
of the Unitod States, shall have snenged in in
surrection or rebeltion against the sAme, or

iven atd or comfort to tho enemiss thereof,

ut Congress tony, by & vote of two-ihirdd of
ench House, femove such disabilility.

“Hogtion 4. 1he validicy of the public debt of
the United States authorized by law, lncluding
debts Ineurred for payinuuta of pensions and
bounties lor seIviees In SUDPIASSINE LuSOrTe-
tion or rebellion, shall not bhe questioned,
But neithor the United States nor any State
shull agsume or pay any debt or obligation in-
enrred o aid of  insurreetion or recellion
agamst the Unlted States, or any claim ior the
losr or amaneipation of any <iave: but all such
deble, obligations, or eluims shuil be held ille-
gal und void.

ySection b, That Congress shall have power
to entarce, by appropriste legisialion, the pra.
visions of this urticie,”

11, That a general meeling of the Learne be
oalled at o time to be horeafler designmied, for
the purpofe of giving a pudblic welcome to
the delegntied to the «sgid Convention, ana that
the citizens of Penusylvanin and the other
Srates who approve ol these prooeedings be
and they are hereby anviwed to participate
the enme.

I, That the Secvetary of the Leagne be, and
he is hereby instrueted Lo lisue 1o ench ot the
delegates admiged to the sad Couvention a
card of adinis-loh to the Leagne House.

IV. That the thouks of this Leagte be, and
they are hereby cordidlly presentel to the loyal
representatives in Congress trom this sod other
Stutes, who, (pithful to justics, to Hbarey, to the
Con=utution wmnd the i'n!on. have saved the
country from the Humilation, danges, and dis-
grace of admitting into the public counclls un-
punished fraitors, whose hands are stained with
thie blood of Ler loyal children.

V. That, in the extraordinary sympathy re-
cently munifested by Andrew Jobeson, under
the guidance of Whham H, Beward, with the
promupent traftors of tae conntry, and their
political ndherente—

In his tienchery to & loyal people, who trusted
and rajead him to power; -

1n his recent declurrtion that he will =0 use
thet power as ‘o compel every man who holds
office under the Government to support his
policy or give up s Lread;

In his denial ot the right of the people of the
joynl States to exercise legislative powers in
Congress in the present condition of the
country;

In his indecent and 1ibald attacks upon their
representatives for endeavoring to establisn
justice, und protecta weak and helgless race
from pergecution, oppression, aud slaugater;
Inhie ivaternity with the Rebels of New. Or-
lexns, resulting in a horrible and causeless
massace of loyva!, peaceful, and virtuoug citi-
#ong, wicked o congeption and dendish in exe-
cution—
We recopnize with profound disappointnient
and sorrow a degred of woral and pontieal
depravity which hins no paralled in our history;
and we sre tous pdmonmshed that tae ulmost
vigilunce s now required on the part of those
by whose votes und srms the nation was saved,
in order to secore the fraits ol their vietory—
justice with peace, and hiberty with union.
V1. That we eginestly invite the go-operation
of every loyal citizen of Iennsylvania in the
duly of seenring tne cleetion of John W. Geary
to the gubernatorial office, as the tried mn}l
faithtul exponent of our principles, and the
election of members of Congress trom this State
who will sustain the action of the present Con-
gress in their efforts to secure the re-establish-
meut of the Union on the basls propossd in the
Amendwent to the Constitution, now befors the
peaple, and also the elestion of a Legislature
that will approve and rati’y the smd Amend-
ment on the part of the people of this Common-
wealth.
YIi. That n committee of seventy-six mem-
bers of the League be appomted by the Presi-
dent of the League to carry into efdect the ob-
jeets coutempluted by these regolutions, and
that he shall be ex-gfficio n member of the said
committee,
VIill. That the committee {o be so appointed
be instructed 1o forward s copy of thesy resolu-
tions to the sald Convention of Loyal Unionists
of the Souih, together with the loljgwing let-
ter on behalf of the League:—
lo the Loyal Unioniste of the South in Congen-
tion assembled @

Fellow-Citizens:—The Union League of Phila-
delphis was lormed in the darkest hours of the
wur sgainst Rebellion, for the purpo e of
strengthening and supporting 1he Government
neainst those who sought its dostruction. Beek-
ing to nid in the tniumph of the broad principles
oi repnblican natiopality, it hes ever been in
s_vr.lﬁumy with all who haeve labored and suf-
terad for that suered cause, Foremost among
these ure the Union men of the SBouth, who,
during fonr years of unparalleled persecution,
kept the fires of patriotism burning brightly
umid tke gloom of tres<on and rebelhion,

The League would therefore be false to all its
principles it it did not gladly seize the opportu-
nity of your assembling io the city where the
Union was formed, to welcome you in the
warmest manner., Here,where the traditions
of ourtathers teach us the love of country and
of equal rights, you have fittingly met to prove
to the whole land that there is a genuine Union
sentiment in the South —not that spurious
Unionism which rebels becaunse it cunnot wield
supremucy, and then relurns to win by cmpty
lip service the power which it had fuiled to
extort by force, but ihe tried Unionism which
has never swerved from the right, though
destruction secmed to be its portion, and which
has proved its devotion to our country by futh-
fulness through trials almost Loo great for humun
endurance, ‘o such Unionism our warmest
respect is due, and with the men who have thus
roved their patriotism we esteem it an bhouor to
ge united in the bonds of fellowship.
Your suffering during the war eommanded
our heartiest sympathy, and we promised our-
selves that its triumphant close would bring to
you your reward, not only in a release trom
persecution, but in enabling you 1o carry iuto
effect your noble aspirations in mouldine into
one glorious naticnality the hitherto jarring
sections of our country, With you we grieve
profoundly at the unexpected policy which
“pphr ntly seeks to rew wrd trenson snd to pun-
jsh fidelivy; nor can we see sught butevil for
{he future in the unholy ailiance between those
on the one hand who sought w subvert the
Government, and on the other, who endeavored
to eripple that Government in its efforts ot sell-
preseryation. .

With vou, we think that the destinigs of the
Republic should not be confided to men who
huve labored for s destroction. With you, we
deprecate the measurcs which place loyalty, de-
fenseless, in the power of guch men a8 orgunized
the Now Orlénnus massacres, With you, we de-
sird 1o see (resson made odlous, In order to
gecure for our posterity the blessings ol pesce,
With you, we supported the war in the iterests
of pesee; but the pence for which we strugeled
wis not to be a bollow truce, in which both
pariies ehould be recruitiog streugth for auother
conflict; nor wia it to be an artifice by which
traitors should obtaim through legislation the
ends which they had fuiled to secure by force,

You have suffered, and we have striven lor o
peace which should confer upon our country
umity in fact as well ag in name; and we all re-
cognlze tha* this is only to he obtained by giving
unalterable constitutional sanction to the verdiot
rendered on the teld of battle, Such being our
community of feeling and of purpose, we hold
you in a1l honor for the sscrifices which you
buve made, and which you are réady to continue
to the end.

We shall at all times feel our house howored
by the preseuoe of your stendfast and incorrapli-
ble pattlotisw, sud we would especially request
your sitendance on the — day ol September,
that & tree interchange of sentiments may serve
to consolidate the bonds of mutualsympathy and

THE STATE CANVASS.

Republican Mas Moeting at Reading—An Im-
menss Procession — The  Resolutions — Our
Fresent Congress Sustained — Andrew
Johnsgson Cendemned — Governor
Curtin Complimented — Colanel
Willism B, Thomas Presides
—Addremes by General
Geary and Others.

Reapisd, ', Angust 22.—The Geary Repub.
lican Suldiers’ ﬁ”' Convention, here to-day is
the 1gm,-;tgathunn? ol people ever assembled
in Peppsylvania. A-large namber of delegations
arrived late Wnst night, and wade the town ring
with their cheers for seneral Geary, whom they
folluwed everywhere. He was obiiged to keo
his head bobbing constuntly 0 waving hand-
kerchiers, and to extend ks hand to thousands
ol people. Governor Cartin was apxioasly ex-
peciad, but a despiatch was received ffom him
this morning anncuncing that it would be im-
sossibie tor iim to be present. Early this morn-
ng, the delegations commeneed o arrive, and
soon the sireets became choked with the wem-
ing thousands, No sccurate calculations ean
be made as o the number of people here to-day,
put the tollowing tncts way assi«t in 1orming
something llke an adequate hin.-; #4 to the extent
of the crowds:—
The Sentiment,

It would be utterly dmpossible o our cirenm-
scribed space to quote the various banner in-
seriptions, ‘or note all the busy préparntions
tor the day., Reading has been covered wnh
bunfing, and s politieal Inscriptions ace past
enumeration. The cheers mewdent to the arei-
vals of delegations ure deatening,  Small can-
non are belehing forth in thundering peals
the welcome of old Berks, Ay least toirty
bands are 1n attendance, discoursing pa‘notic

Among the Inscriptions
were—“We vole for the man that fought for his
country;” “Clymer stock, no sale;” “Leligh
and Lancaster enter arm-in-arm:” “Tobe Ohe-
hundred and-thirty-eighth Regiment Pennaylva-
nin Volunieere.” On one opanner was a niclure
of President Johnson emerging from the little
end of o horn, and the word=, **It is all up with
Audy—ch ] my policy.” “Equal righis to all”
wae inseribed on the Chester banner, OUna
wagon o the Berks coupty delegation was “0id
Cumru wants neighbor Clymer to stay al home;"”
Y Won elsdort ventures to invest in 76,000 mna-
jorilty for General Geary next October in Penn-
sylvania” ete.

The procession commenced to move at noon,
under the marshalehip ot General Hartranft,

The meeling wis held in the Sqaare, and was
callad to order at 2 o'clock., Three stands nad
been erected in the square, which was perfectly
:lunum-d duriug the epeaking, thousand: not
seing able to gel within hearing distance,
Colonel Willlam B.“Thomas, of Philadelphia,
presided.

Specches of Foruey, Thomas, and Others.

John W, Foroey then spoke for over an hour
on pationsl issues. Linn Bartholomew, of

Roehuylkill connty, also addressed this meeting.
Colonel William B. Thomas, o' Philadelpha,
who presided at the middle ciand, spoke at
length ngsinet the Philadelphia Convention,
He was Jmmcnlurly caustie in his review of
Andrew Johnson's ‘‘pohicy.”

He indorsed the Copstitutional amendments,
The Pmladelphia Convention was sagzely dis-
poscd to yield the abolition ol slavery,ns a gues-
tion over which they can no longer hope to noid
any control., He expatiated at length upon the
injustice ol the present nutional representation
in the South, Equal politicel power must be
allowed to all the people in 4l the States, What
right have defeated Rebels trom South Carohna
and other States to come to Philadelphin and
demand “rights" which they should never pos-
vess, which thoy forfeited in their war upon tue
Cons=titution ? They wish to #1rct Andrew Julin-
son to the chuir be now disgraces, He had no
doubt that Pennsylvanin wonld give Geary such
a majority us mnust teach civilians of aoubtrul
lovalty their duty,

At this stand alarge number of Vice-Presi-
dents were chosen, embracing distinguishel
gentlemen from all the counties of the Scate,

General Logan was not here to<day. Speaking
is going on nt vanous points again to-night, but
most of tbhe delegations have left for home,

The chairman sunounced that 4 despatch had
just been received, announcing
tieneral Narle, of Behuylkill county, one of the
Viee Presidents of the meeting,

The Resolutions.

The following resolutions were adopted amid
the most enthosiastic demonstrations of ap-
plause:

Resolved, 1. That we give praige und thanks
to Almignty God, in that He has vouchsated
unto us & full and complete vietory over thoszs
who sought, during four long years of bloody
war, o destroy this, the last altar of the rights
of man, upon which to base Iree insti tutions—
that the bluok and loathsome sinin of slavery,
which classed us smong the dark ages and the
heuthen natons of the ecarth, has at la:t been
blotted out, and that in all our Iand 0o man can
gay to his fellow-man, “Thou art mine.”

2. That we owe & debt of lasting gratitude to
the Union soldiers and smlors for their valor
and prowess in putling down the slaveholders’
wicked and bloody Rebellion, and we pledge to
them, their wives, widows, and orphans, pro-
tection, support, and patronage, whanever
within our power to give them.

3, That in the joiant resolutions which passed
the Congress of the United States by a two-
thirds vote, proposing amendments to the Con-
gtitution, we recognize the only sate paliadinm
of the principle lor which we saeriticed four
hundred thougand lives of our best blood, sud
three thousand millions of our treasure; that in

the same spirit which actuated our forefnthers
to proclaim the Declaration ol Independence in
1776, we wost heartily eadorse the lirse section
o! the Amendment, declaring that all persons
born within the United Statez shall be eitizens
thercof; as & means also of fulure protection, us
well as present falruess and equality, we are in
fuvor of the second rection which provides for
egualizing representation an Coungress, and in
the electornl colléze, und wedeclure our svowed
hastility, now and foreogr, ngalnst the adwission
of the States late in rebellion upon a basis of
representation which gives to the South sixty
per cent, more power lu Congress and in the
glectoral ecllege than an cqual number of white
people fn the North, while the third section,
excluding all perjured Rebels lrom eligibility
to oflice, mects our hearty and unguailtied ap-

wovil,

: 4. Thur the true intent and purpose of the
policy Tmd down by Apdrew Johnson (the marp
made President by J. Wilkes Booth) is to re-
surrect from oblivion and deserved disgrace the
Demoerutic party, which for its treasonable
course during the war wesj consiguned to the
tomb of everlugting infamy and sutme; and we
belisye thut the success of the suid policy wonld
turn biuck the wheels of progress u generation
In our country’s march in erestnes<s and in glory,

6. That in Major-Genersl Jolin W, Geary, the
standard-beaver of the Republican party of

Speech of Genoral Geary.

General Geary having reached the stand,
Genersl Fisher said he would cut a hole 1o his
speech for General Geary.

His remarks were brief but were met with
storme of applavse. He spid this was 1he resl-
dence of his competitor, Hiester Clymer, and he
would treat him kindly, because he was a gen-
tleman of intellect and enlture; but there wors
considerations which threw Individuals n the
<shnde, To the spldiers he mud:—You are one
grand committee of the whole to take charge of

A= you mude tregson and traitors in the deld
adious, so you can do in elvil e, The friends
ot Ifich freedom were here. This goodly ety
bad furmshed Company A of his regiment in
Mexico. (UCheers.) These men are now coming
up like men in favor of their coantry. They
are not afraid to condemn meetings held here or
alsewheore to hoodwink the people. Our (riends
ol the Mexican war are with us, (Thut's so,)
I see men all around me here that fonght
bravely on the battle-teld; men who at Look-
out Mountain drew the very thunderbolts
from Heayen and burled them on the heads of
traitors.

He alluded to the slander in regard to the
capture ol a “*Quaker gun," but even leaving out
this doubtful cannon, we have :eft 273 guns
taken by the White Star Division. (Cheers.)
(At this point the flags of the I8th, General
Geary’s regiment, all battle-riddied, were
brought to the stand, and greeted with cheers,)
He retlected upon Montgomery Blair's threats
of war made in this square a few days ago, and
delivered a severe rebuke to Blair, e appealed
to young men to take a stand for their couutry.
Beware how you connect yourselyes with a
party talse to its history, false to Iiberty aud the
country.

General Fisher then resumed, remarking that
General Geary had knocked a very large hole in
his gpeech. (Lavghter,) Aund how do you like
him? (Bully,) The Bread-and-Lutter Conven-
tion at Philadelphia had turned Vallandigham
and Wood out of their meeting, and did not
Vallandighnm and Wood represent the princi-
ples of that party? Where is the difference be-
tween Vallandighom and Hiester Clymer? De-
cause there was odium attached to those men
they were turned out; but what was left after
they went? The only way in which they could
elect Hiester Clymer, was to bring Lee, and
Moteby, and Dick Taylor, and all the Rebels oi
the South, and let them vote.

They are thé men that will do the work,
Helster Clymer would ger down and lick the
grease from Andy Johnson's shoes, He (Qene-
ral Fisher) had been otfered a position by Andy
Johnson, but ke would see Andy in n very hot
ploce betore be would accept it,  (Cheers. )

Ia there a Clymer soldier here? Why do vou
vote tor him ?  Because he belongs to the *‘De-
mocratic turt M 1 tell yon_thur. the Demoeratic
purty is Like the feillow’s knite that had tive new
hanoles and seven new blades, (Laughter,)
General Albright, of Cuarbon, wnd Captain
owrr nlso addre-sed the meeting, eheiting
great applause.

At the west stand the Germans, in laree num-
bers, wera sddressed in their native tongue,

At the esst stand Colonel Koltes, of Philadel-
phig, addressed the people, Why were the
Demoerats willing now to give up thewr old
name ! Why, for the lopves and fishes, Gover-
nor Orr at Philadelphia said that the Rebels
had laid down their arms, Did they do #o, or
were they mnot fairly and decidedly licked*
Were they not compelled to “lay down their
urms "

A goldier had remarked to him that if the
militin on Girard College Green had fired upon
the Wigwam, they'would have hurt more Rebels
than our soldiers did at Fort Figher, It was a
lm_v that Joheson had not stuck to his tailor's
sench and the goose; he was trying to recon-
struct the Government 8o as to give it over into
the bunds of Hebels: he had deserted every
principle to which he stood committed in 1804,
Olymer had been keeping very bad eompany,

lcetings wete also held in other sections of
the city, axd addressed by various gentlenien.

A large number of the members of Geary’s old
regiment (the 28th) met him at the Smucker
Hunse and paid their regpeets.
